As has already been stated in Ture Bee,
the bill introduced by Congressman
Pusey for agadditional appropriation of
£100,000 for the government building to
be erectod here has been favorably re.
ported on by the committee on public
buildings, the report prepared by Mr.
Pusey, who ia a member of that commit-
tee, being aa follows:

An appropriation of $100,000 was made
by the Forty-seventh congress for thoe
purchase of a suitablo site and the erce-
tion of o building at this place, Lota
have been purchased at a cost of £14,-
H00, and exeavation for foundation of
building commenced, The former auper-
vising architect (Mp, Hill) has got up
plans and specificationsjfor a brick struct-
ure, based on a cost of £80,000. Your
committee horowith attach thoe communi-
cations of the present supervising archi.
toct (Me, Beoll), the postmaster in charge
at Council Bluffs, and tho clerk of the
United States distriot and circuit courts
of the southern district of lowa, showing
that the proposed building, in their opin-
ion, wonld be inadequate for even the
p;‘usont wants of government at this
IRO0.
